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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The following title is 
suggested: " An Absorbent Article with an Attachment for Disposal." 

2. The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

3. Arrangement of the Specification 



As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should include 
the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, 
without underlining or bold type, as a section heading.

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
how the bag (Figure 1 ,2) is attached and where the bag (Figure 1 ,2) is attached to the 
sanitary napkin (Figure 1,1) after the string is pulled to bring the bag from the inside to 
the outside of the sanitary napkin as described in the specification. Also, respective 
layers as described in the specification should be shown in further detail to provide the 
examiner with a clear understanding of how the bag (Figure 1 ,2) is positioned with 
respect to the absorbent and impermeable layer of the napkin (Figure 1,1). Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary; 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
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drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

5. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
The claims need to be identified and number in this application. For this evaluation the 
examiner will review the case assuming that the claims are numbered as followed: 

Claim 1- "An absorbent article which is characterized by an intrinsic covering 
system..." 

Claim 2- "An absorbent article according to claim 1 wherein said intrinsic covering 

is made of a polyethylene material, plastic, or some other material..." 

Claim 3- "An absorbent article according to claim 1 wherein said absorbent 

article..." 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. The claim is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 

35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

7. Claims 1-3 are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. The claimed 
invention in this application is unclear. The words "which is characterized" found in 
assumed claim 1 , line 1 , will be considered as " which is comprising" by the examiner to 
clarify that the absorbent article claimed contains a covering system for disposal. 

8. A broad range or limitation together with a narrow range or limitation that falls 
within the broad range or limitation (in the same claim) is considered indefinite, since 
the resulting claim does not clearly set forth the metes and bounds of the patent 
protection desired. See MPEP § 2173.05(c). Note the explanation given by the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences in Ex parte Wu, 10 USPQ2d 2031 , 2033 (Bd. Pat. 
App. & Inter. 1989), as to where broad language is followed by "such as" and then 
narrow language. The Board stated that this can render a claim indefinite by raising a 
question or doubt as to whether the feature introduced by such language is (a) merely 
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exemplary of the remainder of the claim, and therefore not required, or (b) a required 
feature of the claims. Note also, for example, the decisions of Ex parte Steigewald, 131 
USPQ 74 (Bd. App. 1961); Ex parte Hall, 83 USPQ 38 (Bd. App. 1948); and Ex parte 
Hasche, 86 USPQ 481 (Bd. App. 1949). In the present instance, assumed claim 2 
recites the broad recitation "some other material" and the claim also recites 
"polyethylene material" and "plastic," which is the narrower statement of the 
range/limitation. For the purpose of this examination, the examiner will assume the 
broadest definition provided by the applicant for the composition of the covering. 

9. Claim 2 recites the limitation "said intrinsic covering," "the absorbent layer," and 
refers to claim 1 when there is not a designated claim as stated in paragraph 5 of this 
office action. These limitations are found in lines 2, 3, and 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Before making references, the subject 
matter of the reference needs to be clearly defined by a previous claim. For example, 
the reference made to an "intrinsic covering" was initially defined as an "intrinsic 
covering system." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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10. Claims 1-3, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tucker 
(4605403). Tucker teaches a disposable bag (Figure 9,20) made of plastic (column 4, 
line 30, that is used to for covering or receiving the soiled napkin (Column 3, line 57). 
Tucker also teaches a tab (Figure 9, 20a) that attached to the bag (Figure 9, 20). 
(Whereas a string can is defined as a slender length of flexible material usually made of 
usually made of fiber, used for fastening, tying, lacing, connecting or support). The 
disposable bag taught by Tucker is stored in via a slit (Figure 9, 7b) inside of the gauze 
of the napkin (Figure 9,1). The absorbent article taught by Tucker is a sanitary napkin. 
(Column 1,line 45) 

Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Tojkander (6156021) and Sweere (4743237) are related art. 

12. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
